on the farm. 
Says the Review: 
“ It 
will bo strange if before long the spirit 
of advance does not infuse a new life 
Into farming mid hods. May we not ex­ 
pect that our newer power agencies 
will extend their influence to t tie work 
of the farm, relieving it of much of the 
drudgery that still exists and making 
the work as attractive and pleasant as 
any other pursuit? 
When this comes 
about we may expect to see farming 
take on a new life and flourish again 
In places where it has long languished. 
Deserted farms may then be reclaimed 
and a profitable field of work offered 
to many who now crowd Into the manu­ 
facturing towns in search of a surer 
means of livelihood.” 
An Instance Is 
cited where a small waterfall on an 
abandoned mill site was harnessed and 
made to do the work of two horses and 
light tho buildings on two farms. 
The 
total cost of installation was about equal 
to the value of two good horses, and 
the cost of running the plant is prac­ 
tically nothing. 
It requires but little 
expert knowledge to handle electricity, 
mysterious as this agent Is. 
Mauy of 
the successful electrician# of 
to-day 
knew nothing cf the subject a few 
years ago. 
The knowledge of machin­ 
ery required for a farm plant is pos­ 
sessed by the average farmer already. 
Given the power, which Is simple and 
cheap if drawm from a stream, the ap­ 
pl! cation of it to the machina can be 
made by an amateur, and this being 


the case the farm should not be the 
last and least to profit by this wonder­ 
ful agent. Capitalists are reaching out 
for the great waterfall energy of the 
country with a view to setting it to 
turning wheel* 
An Idea that is good 
for them In a large way may be good 
for the agriculturist In a small way. 


All classes of thinkers, realizing that 
education is the nation’s first problem, 
have contributed to the discussion of 
the 
school question. The physician 
has made his plea for tile child's 
health, the clergyman has put In his 
word for religious Instruction, the em­ 
ployer has asked for schools to send 
him graduates trained in the rudiments 
of business. All this interest in educa­ 
tion stimulates teachers and keeps the 
schools abundantly equipped and pro­ 
gressiva 
But 
under all the varied 
questions, the fundamental purpose of 
education is sometimes burled from 
sight. 
Prof. Friedrich Paulsen, a Ger­ 
man teacher and philosopher, has re­ 
cently summoned his countrymen to 
remember the old moral roots of ed­ 
ucation. 
His article, translated in the 
Review, bids us Jiold fast, 
French and the Chickasaws boldly 
to tho principles that education meani 
training In obedience, application and 
the subjection of the young will to the 
older disciplined will. This philosopher 
and teacher of ethics knows that the 
civilized human being Is he who can 
drive a controlled mind to a definite 
goal, and that schools and parental dis­ 
cipline and churches have as their ob­ 
ject the making of civilized men and 
women out of raw material. 
So that 
when a devotee of “child psychology” 
advocates the study of the child-bent 
and adaptation of educational methods 
to the young Individual soul, the old­ 
fashioned teacher agrees, provided th# 
teacher and not the child Is to do the 
adapting. When the preacher of health 
and nature show’s the beautiful devel­ 
opment of free childhood running wild 
In the open fields, the old-fashioned 
teacher admits the poetry of the blea, 
but Insists that the chikl will never 
enjoy freedom until he has learned me­ 
thodically to do as he is told, indoors 
and out. 
And when the pedagogical 
expert devises a 
course 
In manual 
training, 
French, 
music and nature- 
study, the same old-fashioned teacher 
accepts the combination, provided the 
pupil be required to do his w’ork thor­ 
oughly in each subject, whether he likes 
It or not ----------- 


T r a ln l n ic t h e A p p e t it e . 
The question is often asked, “Should 
children be compelled to eat food that 
they dislike?” 
The question is rather 
a puzzling one, and there may be as 
many views ujion it as there are upon 
most educational queries. 
A few dec­ 
ades ago the question was rarely raised. 
Tho saying was handed on from gen­ 
eration to generation that “children 
should bo made to eat what wus set 
before them,” und that was all there 
was to it. 
The writer still recalls the loathing 
distaste with which, some three times 
a week all through his extreme youth, 
he watched the bringing on of a certain 
hateful dumpling und gravy dish at 
tiio school midday dinner. 
It was the 
aversion of his youth, and it would 
never have been “downed” had it not 
been for the fact that he feared his 
muster more than he did his qualms. 
But out of evil may con)© forth good, 
and honesty compels him to confess 
that the result of tills ever renewed 
buttle between his tastes and his dum­ 
pling is that, with the exception of 
parsnips, he can now eat everything 
eatable with resignation, if not enjoy­ 
ment. 
One would have to turn to a nursery 
governed by an exaggerated form of 
mushy concession to obtain the com­ 
panion picture to this one, but undoubt­ 
edly many such nurseries are to be 
found. Here one may discover as many 
likes und dislikes as there are people 
to form them. 
Mary cauuot bear mut­ 
ton, and a special dish must be pre­ 
pared for ber on chop day. 
Jack de­ 
tests soup, and Bobby — an uncanny 
twentieth-century 
Bobby — will 
not 
touch Jam. 
It is Impossible to help a 
certain longing for some of the good 
old fashioned practice in a easo like 
this; aud where the kind of food dis­ 
criminated against Is a really necessary 
one in the dietary 
as milk, for ex­ 
ample—the child should be made, in the 
old-fashioned phrase, to “learn to like 
It.” 
Children who have fads In the mat­ 
ter of food should never be allowed to 
touch food between meals, but should 
always go to the table hungry. Their 
likes and dislikes should never be dis­ 
cussed before them. 
With plenty of 
wutor to drink between meals, a good, 
healthy huuger to carry to the table, 
and simple nursery dishes appetizingly 
served, most children will eat without 
question the food set before them.— 
Youth’s Companion.

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The Choctaw* and Chickasaw*. 
Together when history dawned upon 
che continent, together when the white 
man drove them past the Mississippi, 
and together In the twilight of 
the 
tribes, the Choctaws aud the Chicka­ 
saws are parsing Into the body politic 
and the citizenship of Oklahoma side by 
side. These two tribes—now 70 per cent 
of mixed 
blood, and nearly all as 
capable a set of citizens as their white 
neighbors—can hardly be dealt with in 
separate stories. 
The Chickasaws and Choctaws, both 
of Mobillan stock, lived in Mississippi 
when De Soto marched across the land, 
and tile Chickasaws gave him some ter­ 
rific battles. 
When the French rose 
into power in Louisiana, the twin tribes 
disagreed. 
The Choctaws fought for 


withstood the Invaders. Several French 
expeditions were defeated, a number of 
French officers were burned at the stake, 
and tho Chickasaw’s, allied with the 
Natchez, threatened New Orleans. Only 
the courage of the colonists and toe 
assistance of the Choctaws saved Lou­ 
isiana. 
In later years the tribes grew friend­ 
ly again, refrained from trouble with 
the whites, and even fought the Creek 
and Seminole for the paleface intruder. 
This did not save them from exile, and, 
about seventy years ago, the two tribes 
totaling about 20,000, were taken to 
Indian territory. There they flourished 
and grew rich, only to 
lose 
lands, 
wealth and slaves during the Civil War. 
Since that 
time they have climbed 
steadily up again, and have intermixed 
continually with the whites. 
When the rolls were prepared for al­ 
lotment last year, the Choctaws had 
about 19,000 full and mlxed-blood mem­ 
bers, and the Chickasaws about 6.000. 
These rolls must have been gloriously 
swelled somehow’, for the State census 
of Oklahoma shows only about IT.Hm 
Indians In the counties that once com­ 
posed the Choctaw and Chickasaw na­ 
tions. 
Nearly 10,000 negroes and 2,200 
Intermarried w’hltes were also included 
In the allotments. 
With the Chicka­ 
saws, and, It is said, retaining to the 
last 
their sun 
worship and other 
strange Aztec rites, live the remnant of 
the Natchez, perhaps 300 souls. 
It has been repeatedly asserted by 
army officers who have served in both 
Indian territory and tho Philippines 
that the language of the Igorrotes is 
Identical with that of the Mobillan In­ 
dians, which would Indicate that these 
trills came from the orient countless 
ages gone by. 
There are many tribes 
on the Pacific coast bearing the unmis­ 
takable stamp of Chinese and Japanese 
extraction, and others which have cus­ 
toms, totems and tattooing methods 
ilmilar to the tribes of the Pacific 
Isles.

Resi­ 
dent women slightly raise their skirts 
with an Indescribable yet eloquent air 
w hen they ballpen to rub elbows with 
a mere tourist of the same sex in a 
hotel or department store elevator.

Washingtonian looks straight ahead at 
nothing; the tourist is known by the 
angle at which she crooks her neck. 
Resident Washington Is divided Into 
three distinct sets—old families, people 
with money and people without money. 
Those without money w’ork hard 
to 
keep up appearances with those who 
have money. 
Those with money work 
hard to secure social recognition from 
the old families. 
The old families are 
indifferent equally to those with money 
and those without. 
The harde>t-w*ork- 
ed class of all are those who, having 
accepted 
public office and 
removed 
their lares and penates to the national 
capital, find that the salary will not 
pay for the game. 
You know their 
w’omeu M k by the fact that they wear 
ready made gowns. 
Your real Wash­ 
ingtonian considers the wearing of fae- 
tury-made garments equivalent to sink­ 
ing to the lowest sartorial depths. 
Washingtonians do not hurry home 
from work, 
lf you are anybody at all 
In Washington you must be leisurely. 
Only as a tourist do you hurry, and 
after a conductor has held you at arm’s 
length 
when 
you are too hasty In 
boarding <>r leaving a car jeu begin 
to slow down, too. 
There is no rush 
hour In Washington, and there are cars 
enough to go around. Likewise you can 
cross the street at any point along the 
Mock without danger of 
being run 
down, yelled at or told to “step lively.” 
Politeness seems really common in 
Washington, and courtesy possible even 
In ten-dollar a-vveek clerks. 
Drop Into 
a real estate office. 
The young man 


behind the counter not only Informs 
you how easily you could rent an apart­ 
ment in the house occupied by Miss 
Wagner, Mrs. Roosevelt's social secre­ 
tary, but he advises you as to employ­ 
ment agencies. 
And he stands up so 
long as you are in the office. 
In New 
York, the would-be tenant, man 
or 
woman, stands up—and the agent sits 
down—with his feet on a table lf It la 
good renting weather; and It is much 
the same in other cities. 


MURAT HALSTEAD. 


W o r ld - F a m o n .i 
J o u r n a l i s t 
H ies 
In 
C in c in n a t i. 
One of the leaders in American Jour­ 
nalism for over half a century and a 
man widely known os a magazine and 
editorial writer died In Cincinnati re­ 
cently when Murat Halstead 
passed 
away. 
Ho was one of the most noted 
writers of the last half of the nine­ 
teenth century and one of Hie strong­ 
est tributes to bls Incisiveness as a 
writer was in 1889, when his nomlna 
tion by President Harrison to be Amer­ 
ican minister to Germany was reject­ 
ed by the United States Senate because 
of articles he had published charging 
corruption to some members of that 
bod}’, 
In the Civil War Mr. Halstead 
personally reported many battles, be­ 
ing rated as a war correspondent of 
the first class. 
Later in the Franco- 
German war and also In the Spanish- 
Amerlcan war he added to his reputa­ 
tion In that line. 
For fifty years he attended and re­ 
ported all Republican national conven­ 
tions, and Iii 1860 he was 
the 
only 
newspaper man who reported all the

varied political conventions 
of 
that 
year. Borne years ago he made an esti­ 
mate that for forty years he had av­ 
eraged writing more than 
1,000,000 
words a year, and since then his name 
has appeared constantly in papers and 
magazines at the heil of Innumerable 
articles. 
Mr. Halstead wuis born In 
Butler 
County, Ohio, In 1829, arid was reared 
on a farm. 
As a youth he went to 
Cincinnati and Joined the staff of tho 
Commercial in 1853. 
A year later he 
purchased an interest for $5,000 and in 
1865 became head of the firm. 
In 1859 
he attended and described for tho Com­ 
mercial the hanging of John Brown, 
and w*as In the reporters’ gallery 
at 
Washington through the stormy scenes 
that followed. 
Later he edited 
the 
Brooklyn Standard Union and since 
then has been a social 
writer. 
Mr. 
Halstead was married In 1857 to Miss 
Mary Banks and had seven sons and 
three daughters. 
Four of the sons be­ 
came successful Journalists. 


T r ie d th® E f f w l o f u T itle . 
Among the neighbors w’ho annoyed 
Carlyle none perhaps gave 
him 
so

about near his house.

Meanwhile it is estimated that 
about 2O*bOO0 metric tons of Cardiff 
coal had. last year, to be imported at 
high prices into the country, w’hile 
Hungarian coal mines were left in 
part not worked, and thus deprived 
of the profits which would have ac­ 
crued to them had they been able to 
supply th© quantity of coal required.

Mizerny he murdered his w’ivcs es 
bood as he tired of them, and was him­ 
self eventually strangled In 1440. 
The story of Laval has, however, not 
many points of resemblance, for there 
Is no mention of a key, and Giles de 
Laval, moreover, used to entice persons 
of both sexes to his castle for the sake 
of their blood, which he wanted for 
certain incantations he indulged 
in. 
Nor, indeed, does the story fit in with 
our own Henry VHI., and we are left 
to believe that, whatever the origin, the 
key aud Sister Ann were added for the 
sake of effect. 
A variant of the story 
of Giles de Laval Is told by Holinshed, 
In whose version the name Is Giles de 
Retz, Marquis de Laval, who lived In 
Brittany, and was strangled and burned 
for the murder of his seven wives. Dr. 
C. Taylor, It may be added, regarded 
the story simply as fiction, a satire on 
or type of the castle lords of the days 
of knight errantry.—London Globe.

HIGHEST DUTY OF THE COURT. 
By William H. Taft. 
The highest function of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States Is 
the interpretation of the constitu­ 
tion of the United States, so as to 
guide the other branches of the 
government and the people of the 
United States in their construction 
of tile fundamental conduct of the 
Union. 
Toke it nil in all, in the discharge 
of this function it is the most novel, 
as It is in many respects the most important, branch of 
the government. 
It is the background of the whole gov­ 
ernment. 
It Is the balance wheel in its car of ultimate 
decision as to the respective jurisdiction of the various 
departments of the national govcrninentr-as to the boti ti 
dories between State and national control, and as to 
the guarantees of life, liberty and p ro p erty of the indi­ 
vidual. 
The Supreme courts of the different States exercise 
a similar, but, of course, a less important, jurisdiction 
within their respective States. 
It is to be presumed 
that the Supreme Court, in the course of its hearings 
on general law, will lay down principle# with sufficient 
clearness to enable the Inferior courts to dispose of sim­ 
ilar cases before them with reasonable accuracy.

WE MUST SAVE OUR COAL. 
By Andrew Carnegie. 
Unless there be careful husband­ 
ing, or revolutionizing inventions, 
or some industrial revolution comes 
which cannot now be foreseen, the 
greater 
part 
of 
that 
estimated 
2,500,000,000,000 tons of coal form­ 
ing our original heritage will be 
gone before the end of the next cena­ 
tory, say 200 years hence. 
Still more wasteful than our proc­ 
esses of mining are our methods of 
consuming coal. 
Of all the coal 
burned in the power plants of the 
country, not more than from 5 to 
IO per cent of the potential energy 
is actually used; the remaining 90 to 95 per cent Is ab­ 
sorbed in rendering the smaller fraction available in 
actual work. 
There 
Is at present no known remedy for this. 
These 
wastes are not increasing; fortunately, through the de­ 
velopment of gas-producers, internal-combustion engines 
and steam turbines, they are decreasing; yet not so rapid­ 
ly as to affect seriously the estimates of increase in coal 
consumption. 
We are not without hope, however, of 
discoveries that may yet enable man to convert poten­ 
tial into mechanical energy direct, avoiding the waste.

It seems that there was a decided dif­ 
ference of opinion among the military 
and naval authorities at Tokio as to 
the intentions of Admiral Rojestvensky, 
who came out from Cronstadt with 
the great fleet of Russian ships.

Japan and divert attention from the 
struggle in Manchuria aud the siege of 
Port Arthur. They were convinced that 
he would attack Kobe and Yokohama 
and other ports and try to reach Tokio. 
If he failed there they expected him 
to sail up the eastern coast and a t­ 
tack Hakodate. At any rate, they were 
absolutely certain that he would not 
rim the risk of almost certain destruc­ 
tion by entering tile China sea or try 
to pass through the straits between J a ­ 
pan and Korea, where Togo lay in con­ 
cealment waiting to pounce upon him 
This conviction was so positive that 
the council of war at Tokio, which was 
composed of cabinet ministers, veteran 
generals hjjjI admirals, a nd th at - nota-- ... 
hie group known as “the older states 
men,” ordered Togo to come out of his 
lair and patrol the southern coast, so as 
to be near by when the attack came. 
Togo remonstrated. 
Ile was convinced 
that Rojestvensky had come from the 
west to vindicate the Russian navy and 
not to Invade a fortified coast. 
His ar 
guments were earnest, hut they had no 
weight with the Tokio authorities, and 
he was again ordered to come down to 
defend the coast. 
To their amazement 
he refused to obey, and they finally 
appealed to the Emperor, who, at their 
solicitation, repeated the order. 
It Is a tradition In Japan that no 
man ever disobeyed an order of the 
Emperor, who is descended from the

vensky’s ships had been sighted, and 
in a short hour every captain was at 
his post and tho line of battle had been 
formed. The result is well known.

The initial trial of the new law pre­ 
cedes an election in which are to be 
chosen a governor and all other gen- I 
era! officers of the state, a legislature, 
w'hich in turn will choose a United 
States senator and twenty-five con 
gressmen. 
The vote today is the first 
actual teat of the direct method of ; 
choosing candidates in a city so large j 
as Chicago. 
It is admitted by polit!* j 
dan a that the law' will doubtless work 
well throughout the state and in less 
highly congested centers of population i 
than in this city. 
Primaries hereto­ 
fore have been unsuccessfully carried 
through in towns and cities of consid­ 
erable size. 
Th* 
vote today is the 
first of the kind held in one of the 
great cities of th*1 country. 
The present law is the most sw eep­ 
ing 
revolution 
in

methods 
which this Male has ever known, 
Tile

throughout the state b\ today’s pri­ 
mary location has been intense. 
Few 
general eel ct ions have caused so much 
political concern. 
If the contests had 
been between nominees of party rath­ 
er than between candidates for nom­ 
inations, tiler*1 could not have been 
greater interest shown than has been 
exhibited through the campaign. 
There were four ballots placed be­ 
fore the voters today. 
These are from 
the Democratic, the Republican, the 
Prohibitionist and the Socialist par­ 
ties 
The Independence party and the 
People’s party are not taking part in 


longer than usual to obtain the result 
at today’s election. 
There .s no such 
thing as a straight party vote by m ark­ 
ing the head of the ticked, and every 
voter must place a cross bofore the 
nam* of every candidate he wishes to 
nominate. The ballot is long, especial­ 
ly so in Chicago, where there are on 
the Democratic 
ticket as 
many as 
forty five candidates for some offices, 
the largest number on the Republican 
ticket being forty-three. 
To count the 
vote for all of these candidates and to 
canvass the returns will it is believed, 
occupy so much time that the result 
will hardly be known before some time 
on Sunday, and even then it may not 
be complete.
